HAPPENINGS OF THE PAST WEEK 

Current Events Related in Dispatches 
From Many Correspondents In 
Various Parts of 
the West. 

Peter Sex, mi aged pioneer of San 
Jose, died last week. He was the 
father of Assistant District. Attorney 
James Sex. 

Chauncey Griswold shot and killed 
William Norton at Jasper, 100 miles 
south of Elko, Nevada. Trouble arose 
over the ownership of a spring. Hoth 
were prominent sheep meu. Griswold 
gave himself up to the Sheriff at Elko. 

A Stockton painter of the name of 
Ramsey had a narrow escape from 
death while at. work on the front of a 
three-story building taking down some 
lettering for regilding. The guy rope 
holding him slipped and he fell about 
thiry feet, striking a boy who was 
standing on a small landing below 
waiting to take the letters as they 
wore lowered. The boy broke the fall 
for Ramsey and was severely braised. 
Ramsey sustained a broken wrist. 

While engaged in dancing with a 
young lady friend at a high school 
party given in Winnemueeu, Nevada, 
Floyd Henson, a seventeen-year-old 
student, dropped dead in his partner’s 
arms. The suddenness of the youth's 
demise brought the party to a sudden 
close and has caused much sorrow 
among the people of that, city, it was 
during a waltz that Floyd gasped and 
felli nto the young lady’s arms. Phy 
sicians were immediately summoned, 
hut before aid arrived he was dead. 

At a meeting hold in Petaluma the 
Two Rock Valley Telephone Company 
was organized, with a lai'ge member¬ 
ship. It is proposed to install tele¬ 
phones in the farmers’ houses along 
the route to Two Rock. Nearly all of 
the capital stock has been subscribed. 
A franchise has been petitioned for. 
The new system will supply at least 
twenty live farms along the proposed 
route with telephones, and Petaluma 
will he the central office. The offi¬ 
cers elected lor the telephone com¬ 
pany Hre: T. G. King, president; R. 
Hyatt, vice-president; G. W. Gaston, 
secretary. 

Governor Sparks of Nevada has is 
sued a proclamation declaring a quar¬ 
antine ou all sheep now being held, 
herded or ranged in the States of Ida¬ 
ho and Utah. The quarantine is to 
remain in effect for ninety days, and 
is caused by the fact that the sheep 
of the States now under the ban are 
said to be affected with scab and 
other diseases that are contagious and 
a menace to the herds of Nevada. 
Governor Sparks has been considering 
the matter for the past week. The 
quarantine means practically that the 
markets of California for the next 
ninety days at least will be closed to 
sheep owners of Utah and Idaho. 

Mrs. Alex Levisou of Indian Valley, 
Trinity county, who was believed to 
have perished as the result of getting 
lost in the mountains while traveling 
on foot from her home to Hayfork, a 
distance of fifteen miles, has been 
found, it develops that after being 
out four days and three nights she 
came upon the cabin of Robert John¬ 
son near Hyampon, twenty miles off 
her trail. She was nearly dead from 
exhaustion. Her feet were Imre and 
her clothing was in tatters. She still 
carried, however, fifty pounds of 
books with which she started out. 
She had been missing a week and 
search parties found her at the home 
of Johnson, who had had no opportu¬ 
nity of sending out word that she had 
been found. 

Manuel Amoral, ageu 12, was killed 
last week between Sobrante and Giant 
by the east-bound Sunset Limited. 
The boy, whose home was with his 
father, Vincent Amoral, a farmer re¬ 
siding near Sobrante, left home to ac¬ 
company his younger sister to school, 
and, as was their custom, the children 
walked along the railroad track to the 
school. Returning, he took the same 
route and stopped for a few minutes 
to attend to an errand at a neigh¬ 
bor's, M. Avelo, and it was after leav¬ 
ing the Avelo home that he was struck 
by the train. He saw a west bound 


I freight approaching and stepped off 
j the track, only to stop in front of the , 

! Sunset and receive his death blow, i 
The trainmen saw him. and, stopping ! 
the train, carried the body to Giant I 
station, where it was taken in charge 
by Coroner Curry and removed to 
Martinez, where a jury was impanel¬ 
ed, though tlie inquest is not to he 
hold until the attendance of the rail- 
; road men cun be secured. 

Joe Scharnhorst was found guilty of ; 
murder by a jury at Modesto for kill¬ 
ing Harney Smith at Oakdale last 
January. Imprisonment for life was 
fixed as the penalty. 

A fatal affray took place last week 
in Santa Paula between two Mexicans, 
as a result of which the body of one 
now occupies a slab in the county 
morgue in Ventura, while posses are 
scouring the country for the murder¬ 
er. As yet no clew to his whereabouts 
has been found and it is thought that 
he is in safe hiding in the mountains 
between Ventura and Los Angeles. 
The dead man is Paulimon Pas. For 
some time had blood has existed be¬ 
tween I sabel Martinez and himself. 
Martinez determined to end the feud 
and shot Pas. In the confusion the 
murderer escaped. 

F. Herahlo was thrown from his 
'wagon about thirteen miles from Napa 
last week and instantly killed, lie 
lost his hat, and while attempting to 
recover it grabbed the wrong rein and 
throw tlie horses into confusion. The 
wagon was overturned and Heraldo 
was thrown heavily on his neck, 
breaking it. J. Caninnda and G. Ri- 
andor, who were in the wagon, vvero 
considerably injured. Heraldo leaves 
four children, the eldest living with 
an aunt in San Francisco and the : 
other three at Iliander’s place, where 
the father worked. 11 is wife commit¬ 
ted suicide in 1900.

Followers of Zion Given Instructions Not 
to Go to the Exposition. 

Chicago.—No follower of John Alex¬ 
ander Dowie will attend the World’s 
Fair at St.. Louis if Dowie can help it, 
and his officers are going to keep a 
sharp lookout to see that no secret 
visits are made by members of the 
church. Overseer Speicher made the 
announcement at a meeting at Zion 
City Sunday that believers must re¬ 
main away from the exposition, and 
tie took occasion to condemn it in the 
severest tones. He said it is to lie a 
carnival of vice and immorality. Any 
member of Zion church found going 
to the fair will lie ex polled without 
further excuse. Speicher said that 
Zion had refused an invitation to 
have an exhibit at St. Louis, 
i “This fair,” said Speicher, “is to 
he the worst thing in the world’s his- 
tory. Generations will suffer from it. 

It is a fair of the world, Hesh and the 
devil.”

NOT READY 
FOR A WAR 
WITH JAPAN 

Russian Embassador Issues State¬ 
ment of His Govern¬ 
ment’s Stand. 


ATTACK BY JAPANESE UNEXPECTED 

Russia’s Hope for Peaceable Settlement 

Assigned as the Only Reason for 

the Disaster to Navy of 
the Czar. 

New York.—Count Cassini, the Rus 
sian Embassador, contributes to the 
forthcoming number of the North 
American Review an article in which, 
under the caption of “Russia and the 
Far East,” he makes a statement of 
his Government’s position. After 
briefly outlining the conditions which 
preceded the outbreak of hostilities 
tlie Embassador says: 

“Russia has never ceased to wonder 
why the idea that she was willing and 
anxious to make war with Japan bo 
came so generally prevalent in the 
United States. Prejudiced minds, or 
those having nothing beyond a super¬ 
ficial knowledge of the Government's 
action preceding the unexpected at 
tack on our Heet at Port Arthur, may 
dispute the statement that Russia 
hoped for peace, but I have no hesita¬ 
tion in making it. If proof of the as¬ 
sertion be demanded it lies in the 
simple nut uncontradicted answer, 
Russia was not prepared. For the 
personal representative of the Russian 
F.niperor to make an admission seem¬ 
ingly ho humiliating to national pride 
may appear strange and remarkable 
to tli" people of the United Status, 
bill t is made with full appreciation 
of i h importance and significance. 1 
roj at that Russia was not prepared 
tpi war, because she had no reason to 
ftxpecu war. In her faith that the ne¬ 
gotiations with Japan were being con 
ducted by hoth parties with the ob¬ 
ject of reaching an amicable and hou 
arable adjustment of their differences, 
she was not conscious that the out¬ 
come was to be other than peaceful.” 

Count Cassini denied Unit Russia 
was actuated by designs to possess 
Manchuria or Korea by force of arms, 
and says: 

“Had Russia desired war, or even 
had she expected it, no consideration 
would have induced her to evacuate 
Chinese territory and thus lose the 
opportunity of ending the war 
quickly. ” 

Concerning the negotiations between 
Russia and Japan, Count Cassini avers 
that his Government, “in an effort to 
bring the uegotiatons to a peaceful 
conclusion, did all that dignity would 
permit, and offered to give assurances 
again that the sovereignty of the Em¬ 
pire of China in Manchuria would he 
recognized. Having mado this mark¬ 
ed concession solely for the interest 
of peace, Russia awaited the Japanese 
answer in the expectation that it, 
would at least be diplomatic in char¬ 
acter and would furnish the basis for 
the furtherance of the negotiations to 
a satisfactory conclusion. Before the 
Russian Minister at Tokio could de¬ 
liver a reply the Japanese answer 
came, not through the regular chan¬ 
nels, but as a torpedo attack at mid¬ 
night. And now that war has come, 
Russia does not doubt the issue.” 

Stockton Girl Run Over By Car. 

Stockton.—Alice Moore, the four- 
year-old daughter of Charles Moore, 
died at St. Joseph’s Hospital from in¬ 
juries received through having been 
struck by a street [car. The little girl 
tried to cross the track ahead of a 
rapidly-moving car. No blame is at¬ 
tached to the motorman, who is great 
ly distressed at the unfortunate acci¬ 
dent. —I 

Awarded One Dollar. 

Madera.—The jury in the Roberts- 
Fresno Democrat libel suit has given 
a verdict for the plaintiff awarding 
him 81 damages instead of the $00,(K)0 
asked for. This was the second trial 
of the case, the jury in the first trial, 
last fall, failing to agree. 

Kills Himself After a Party. 

Santa Cruz.—M. Tamangani, after 
enjoying the evening at a party given 
to a young woman at whose house he 
lived at Laguna Creek, nine miles 
from here, went outside and killed 
himself. The verdict of the Coroner’s 
jury was that death came from a gun¬ 
shot wound, self-inflicted.

LAWLESSNESS IN LIBERIA. 

Consular Officials Accused By a Missionary 
of Gross Immorality. 

_ | 

Washington.—Charges of gross im¬ 
morality on the part of consular offi¬ 
cials located in Liberia were made by 
Miss A. A. Klein, one of the speakers 
at the session of the Florence Critten- 
ton Mission, in a talk on “Preventive 
and Rescue Work for Girls in Afri¬ 
ca.” Miss Klein has been in Liberia 
as a missionary of the Lutheran 
church, stationed at Muleuberg, thir- 
tyfive miles from the capital, but al¬ 
most entirely removed, she explained, 
from the civilization of that city. 

Siio said foreign consuls, when on 
their way to the interior on business, 

| frequently stopped at her mission 
station, where, she said, they would 
speuk lightly of their licentious ex-I 
cesses. Native women, she said, were 
regarded by these consuls as legiti¬ 
mate prey. Criminal assault was 
common and in many instances un- 
j concealed. 

Miss Klein declared the natives, at 
least in the vicinity where she was 
| stationed, uphold a high stHiidard of 
morality. Adultery Jis punished by 
stoning to deatli and the natives live 
largely according to the Mosaic laws. 

| The conditions she described, she 
said, had greatly impeded the work of 
the missionaries. 

Miss Klein specifically exempted 
the Rev. Mr. Lyons, the United States ; 
Consul at Monrovia, the capital, from 
| the charges made against the other 
I consular officials and paid a high trl- 
| buto to him.

Women in Boston Not to Be 
Served With Drinks From 
Bars of Saloons. 


ATTEMPT TO PURIFY THE CITY 


Many Establishments Are Driven Out of 
Liquor Business By New Order— 

Red Light District to Be 
Attacked Next. 


Huston.—Women may no longer se 
cure liquor at liars or in the side 
rooms of saloons in Rostou, except in 
bottles. The new license year dates 
from May 1st, and each of tlie 089 li 
quor sellers in the city, with his new 
license, received a notice that the 
Hoard of Police will not longer toler 
ate the habit of women drinking in 
saloons. 

Drinking at liars by women has ob¬ 
tained in the north and west ends, 
where most of the foreigners live, but 
throughout the city, saloon keepers 
have side rooms or “offices,” as they 
call them, large enough to seat about 
a dozen persons, where women might 
go and he served from the bar. The 
order as first promulgated was that. nt> 
saloon keeper should soil to a woman 
any liquor under tlie penalty of losing 
his license, but the saloon keepers 
made such a protest that it was modi 
Hod to permit sales in bottles. 

This reform in the liquor selling 
business has extended to the cleaning 
out of the so-called second class ho 
tcls and druggists, who exist chiefly 
by selling liquor. Scores of these 
hotels have been forced out of busi 
ness. Forty-nine druggists also went 
out of < he liquor business. Of these 
twenty-three will forever remain out 
of the trade.

SYSTEM HAS BAD FEATURES. 

Arguments in Favor of Substituting 
Post Cheeks for Money Orders. 

An object lesson showing the effects 
and expensiveness of the postal money 
order system was given a few days 
ago to several members of the House 
I’ostoffiee Committee by Captain Henry 
A. Castle, auditor for the Postoffice 
1 lepartment. 

Mr. Castle first conducted ills visit¬ 
ors to the “auditor's library.” as it is 
called. Here are 7,000 loose-leaved 
hinders, each making a volume larger 
than the largest counting-house ledger 
and weighing 15 pounds. These 7,000 
binders are filled annually with post¬ 
masters’ statements of money orders 
issued and paid, which are sent to the 
auditor’s office with tlie 40,000,0011 
money orders issued anually ns vouch¬ 
ers. 

The party next visited the "mncliine- 
room,” where scores of the high-sal¬ 
aried clerks were operating adding ma¬ 
chines which verified the additions of 
tlie money order statements sent in 
by postmasters. More than 150,000 or¬ 
ders are daily handled in this room. 

The visitors then went to tlie “round 
table” room, where other clerks were 
distributing an average of 150,000 
money orders daily. The orders are 
thence taken (and the party followed 
them) to forty desks where nimble¬ 
fingered operators, mostly young wom¬ 
en, separate them by towns in each 
State, arranged alphabetically. 

The money order vouchers are now 
ready to be checked with tlie accounts 
ol’ the issuing postmaster and 35 ex¬ 
pert clerks were found doing this. 

From the checkers tlie money orders a slur| P' p ' a .v on the 
are tied in bundles, properly labeled W!UI * ( ‘ I * **' s wi *' 0 ,0 
and filed in tlie archives of the audi¬ 
tor’s office for seven years, ns required 
tiy law. The postmasters’ statements, 
constituting the accounts, are tiled in 
the loose-leaf hinders as described and 
are ready for entry in the ledgers of 
Hie bureau where the accounts are 
kept. The 7,000 volumes of the state¬ 
ments are preserved also for a term 
of seven years. 

The effect on the visiting Congress¬ 
men was startling. They learned also 
that the majority of money orders are 
for less than $2.50 each. For tlieir is¬ 
sue third nml fourth class postmasters 

et tlie entire fee of three cents. First 
and second class postmasters employ 
high-salaried clerks for this work and 
the cost to tlie service is still greater. 

The paying of the orders, the book¬ 
keeping and tlie transmitting of them 
to Washington entail a heavy outlay 
for salaries, without a penny of com¬ 
pensating revenue; so that, in addi¬ 
tion to the loss of time In going to the 
postofflee, applying for money orders 
and awaiting their issue, is this addi¬ 
tional pecuniary loss to tlie govern¬ 
ment.

EGYPTIANS ABHOR DOGS. 

Animals Never Permitted to Enter 
House of a Mohammedan. 

Dogs in Egypt are objects of pecu¬ 
liar abhorrence, says the New Orleans 
Times-Democrat. They are never per¬ 
mitted to enter the dwelling of a Mo¬ 
hammedan, and if one is found in a 
mosque lie is immediately put to death. 
In consequence of ttiis excommunica¬ 
tion from tlie society which tills ani¬ 
mal seems so instinctively disposed to 
cultivate Egyptian dogs live, for the 
I most part, in the open air, feeding 
upon garbage ami any other tilth that 
chance throws in tlieir way. Yet they 
arc found to lie faithful protectors of 
tlic property and even persons of tlie 
very men by whom they are thus de- 
spitefully treated; altnough, Sononi re¬ 
marks, it is extremely curious to see 
the pains taken by a Mussulman and 
a dog when they happen to meet to 
avoid coming in contact with each 
other. 

Notwithstanding this state of perse¬ 
cution, dogs arc remarkably numerous 
in tlie towns in Egypt. The species is 
a large one, about tlie size and make 
of the greyhound. As a proof of the 
Mohammedan prejudice against this 
useful animal it is sufficient to state 
that they regard the terms Christian 
and dog as synonymous—both, of 
course, in the most opprobrious sense. 
As a singular contrast to their dislike 
for dogs the Egyptians have ever held 
cats in greatest veneration and in an¬ 
cient time even worshiped them. And 
historians tell us that Berbastis and 
Atribes, two towns in Egypt, the for¬ 
mer a votary of cats anil tlie latter of 
mice, contracted on that account so 
strong an antipathy to each other that 
tlie inhabitants were never known to 
intermarry, although only a few miles 
asunder. In some parts of India, too, 
we are told they have a similar rever¬ 
ence for grimalkin, as tlie only crimes 
punished capitally there are the mur¬ 
der of a man and a eat.

WHALEBONE WHALES. 

Their "Baleen” tlie Most Valuable 
Product Obtained from Whales. 

Another group of whales have no 
teeth, hut the mouth is provided with 
several hundred closely packed horny, 
flexible plates or slabs suspended from 
the roof of the mouth and hanging on 
each si.lo like a curtain, so that when 
the mouth is opened its wide ns pos- ! 
siblc tlicit - ends are received within 
the lower jaw. These plates, which in 
some whales are nine or ten feet long, 
have pointed, frayed extremities, and 
are lined with long, stiff hair. This 
peculiar substance in the mouth of 
whales, which is called baleen, or 
whalebone, although il is not bone, is 
now the most valuable product which 
is yielded by these creatures; and to 
obtain it thousands of men brave dan¬ 
gers of the seas, of the Arctic ice, 
and of the chase, killing the whales 
by hurling harpoons and shooting ex 
plosive bullets into them from a small 
boat. 

Among the various kinds of whale¬ 
bone whales is the right whale, which 
reticles a length of tit) feet and yields 
200 barrels of oil ao.l l,ooo pounds of 
long, valuable baleen; the humpback 
whale, which is sometimes 75 feet 
long, but has short bone and little oil; 
tlie finback and sulphur-bottom whales, 
of large size but comparatively little 
value; and the bow-head, Greenland, or 
polar whale. The last is at home 
among the ice fields, and is now the 
most sought of all the whales on ac¬ 
count of tlie excellent quality and 
large quantity of its baleen. The max¬ 
imum length is <!5 feet, nnd its bulk Is 
immense; the huge head represents a 
third of the length, and the tall is Id 
to 20 feet across. The largest bow- 
heads produce several thousand pounds 
of bone worth $5 or $d a pound, and 
6,000 or more gallons of oil wortli 40 
cents a gallon. 

In feeding, tlie baleen whales drop 
the lower Jaw and swim forward rap¬ 
idly, and all kinds of small floating 
animals—fish, shrimp, winged mol- 
lusks—pass into tlie yawning mouth.

The next Improvement was the large 
pan placed upon nil arch made of stone 
or brick. About the same time tin 
buckets came Into use. A little later 
the metallic spoilt was invented. This 
Is now of such shape that it fills but 
a small portion of the hole bored In the 
tree, but is held so firmly that tbe 
bucket Is supported by It. It allows 
sap to flow from the outer layers of 
the tree where there Is the greatest 
amount of sap, and that which makes 
the whitest sugar. 

A few sugar makers have their plant 
so arranged that the sap, or sirup, does 
not touch wood after the sap leaves 
the tree. At the present time color Is 
an important factor in the vulue of 
maple sugar, and as wood tends to 
color It wooden utensils of all kinds 
have been discarded as far as possible. 
The maple sugar now made is of a 
light straw color. Any darker than 
that will not command the highest 
price, and if lighter adulteration with 
leflned sugar is suspected. 

The sap is gathered In a tank hold¬ 
ing about three barrels placed on a 
low sled with wide runners. Roads 
are made through the sugar bush so 
the gathering tank can be driven near 
pH the trees.

HOW THE JAPANESE KNEW. 

Had Sj>le. to Watch the Building of a 
Russian Buttle-Hhii> at Philadelphia. 

A story is being told which sheds an 
Interesting light on the marvelous fore¬ 
sight and precaution that characterized 
the preparations of the Japanese for 
the present war. Some years ago a 
Japanese agent came to Philadelphia 
with a letter of introduction to a prom¬ 
inent Philadelphian who had traveled 
in Jupan. This Philadelphian tells the 
story. 

The letter was written by a Japa¬ 
nese official who knew the Philadel¬ 
phian. and It stated Hint If he would 
help the bearer In what he desired the 
favor would bo greatly appreciated. 
The favor was for the Philadelphian 
to simply Introduce the agent to a 
first-class firm of detectives. This was 
done and the agent described as a re¬ 
sponsible person. He had plenty of 
money, and a bargain was made with 
the firm, the latter to receive a large 
sum of money. 

The detectives were required to 
dress In the clothes of laborers and 
secure work In Cramp’s ship-yard aud 
then to gather full information about 
the Russian battle ship t aring, then In 
early course of construction. This they 
did. and the Japanese government was 
supplied with every detail In the con¬ 
struction and armament of the faring. 
The officials at Cramps do not yet 
know exactly how the Japs obtained 
It.—Philadelphia Press. 

How Paper Car Wheels Are Made. 

In making paper car wheels 120 to 
150 layers are put together with flour 
paste and subjected to a pressure of 
500 tons while at a temperature of 120 
degrees Fahrenheit. The blocks are 
then turned In a lathe, slightly larger 
than the tire, and the hole Is bored 
for the cast iron center. In turning, 
the paper blocks make a shaving that 
resembles strips of leather. The aver¬ 
age life of the tire of a paper wheel 
is about 300,000 miles. That represents 
about one and one-quarter-lnch wear. 
The centers do not seem to be affected 
by service, and they are always good 
for renewal of tires unless some acci¬ 
dent happens to them. 

It sometimes happens that a family 
which cannot boast that one of its 
members underwent an operation, can 
recall a time when one of the children

Tlie water 
is turned on by the fusing of a soft 
iretal plug under tlie action of the 
heat from the blaze, or by means of 
a thermostat, which works automatic¬ 
ally when the temperature rises to a 
predetermined degree, regardless of 
proximity to tlie blaze itself.

- of 872 a year for every workingman 
l who reaches the age of 65 in France.

■ people did not suspect an ulterior mil¬ 
itary motive. The pensioner is asked 
: to put aside 1 cent n day, if lie earns 
] les sthnn 4<> cents: 2 cents If lie earns 
between 40 and SO cents; 3 cents if 
, lie earns between SO cents and $1 a 
day. and an Increased amount daily 
If bis wages are greater than tlie last 
sum named. These savings are to lie 
deducted weekly from his wages, un¬ 
der a written contract with ids eni- 
j ployer, and at the same time the em¬ 
ployer Is required to deposit with the 
government a similar amount fer each 
of his employes. This money is in¬ 
vested in bonds and the interest allow¬ 
ed to accumulate until the pensioner 
lias reached the age of 03 years, when 
i lie stops paying and begins to receive 
] dividends. In case of incapacity for 
I work from ill health, accident or other 
reasons before lie reaches the age of 
03, he is allowed a pro rata according; 
to the number of payments made. For 
example, If lie has made 2,500 pay- :

MAKE USE OF CRANES. 

The Long-limbed Birds Made to Care 
for Poultry and Domestic Animals. 

The natives of Venezuela and adjoin¬ 
ing countries on the north side of the 
river Amazon often avail themselves of 
the services of the native crane to care 
for their poultry, and also use it in 
the place of a collie or shepherd dog to 
guard and herd their domestic animals. 
This remarkable bird, which tlie In-j 
dians call yakamik, is found in a wild 
state in great forests that lie between I 
the northern coasts of South America 
and the Amazon and British Guiana. 
The birds never leave the forests un¬ 
less shot or captured. 

They travel about iu flocks of from 
100 to 2tX), in search of the berries, 
fruits and insects upon which tlic.v| 
subsist. Their usual gait Is a slow and 
stately march, but they enliven them¬ 
selves from time to time by leaping up 
in the air. executing eccentric and fan¬ 
cy waltzes and striking the most ah 
surd and preposterous attitudes. If 
pursued they endeavor to save them¬ 
selves by running, for their flight is 
so weak that when they attempt to tl.v 
1 over a body of water of any consider¬ 
able width they are often compelled to 
drop into it and save themselves by 
swimming. 

The yakamiks are very readily 
| tamed and prove valuable servants to 
the Indians, who domesticate them, 
and as they are courageous and will 
; protect animals intrusted to their care 
at every risk of themselves even dogs 
are obliged to yield to their authority, 
i They may be trusted with tho care 
of a flock of sheep or domestic fowls 
j and every morning will drive the ducks 
[and poultry to their feeding places, 
and, carefully collecting any strag 
glers, tiring them safely home at night, i 
A yakamik soon learns to know and 
obey tho voice of his master, follows 
l him when permitted wherever he goes 
and appears delighted at receiving his 
j caresses. It pines at ids absence and 
[ welcomes his return and is extremely 
Jealous of any rival. Should any aid 
mal attack Us master the yakamik In 
j utmost fury attacks it with wings and 
i beak, driving it away. 

It presents Itself regularly during 
m( miI s, from which It chases all domes¬ 
tic animals and even the negroes who 
wait oil the table, If it Is not well ac¬ 
quainted with them, and only asks for 
a share of the eatables after It has 
| driven away all who might aspire to a 
favorable notice from the family.
